On ’Christmas Day the church 
commemorates the mystery of the 
Nativity of her Founder. She sum¬ 
mons all to Bethlehem’s crib and 
points to the Christ-Child as the 
cause of her joy, th e source of her 
spiritual exultation. It is'an anni¬ 
versary which she enshrines in 
most loving remembrance, because 
it recalls the fact that the Son of 
God humbled Himself to put on 
mortal flesh, and hence it marks 
the completion of the long centuries 
of man’s yearning for his Redeem¬ 
er and the beginning of a new life 
of grace and glory.

Prospects to Start Construction on 
Municipal Hospital Early Next 
Spring Appear Bright 


Difficulties Encountered During 
Past Summer and Fall Would 
Seem to Have Been Overcome; 
Construction Will be on Original 
Site Between Blairmore and 
Coleman. 

Crows’ Nest Pass Municipal Hos¬ 
pital board appears to have grap¬ 
pled successfully with difficult 
problems which faced it during the 
past summer and fall months and 
which for a time made it doubtful 
if the erection of a municijj&l hos¬ 
pital in the Pass would be Realized. 

Members of the board were quite 
optimistic following a rpjeeting on 
Sunday and stated that the most 
difficult problems appear to be on 
the threshold of being overcome 
and that authority had been given 
Architects Meech & Meech to com¬ 
plete their drawings of the build¬ 
ing and bring all work in their de¬ 
partment up to date so that every¬ 
thing might be in readiness to get 
an early start in the spring on the 

Modern Safety Signal 
Blocks Installed In 
Crow Line Of C.P.R. 

Will Speed Up Service and Add 
Greater Safety to Trainmen 
and Passengers Frequenting 
This Route. 

On Monday evening at the Lions 
supper meeting station agent Wal¬ 
ter Pettifor gave an address on the 
new signal block system only re¬ 
cently installed in the Crows’ Nest 
line of the CPR. The new signal 
system is expected to go into op¬ 
eration on or about Dec. 18 between 
Burmis and Crows’ Nest. 

Th e new block system he describ¬ 
ed as “a system which is used to 
keep trains from coming too close 
to the rear of another and to en¬ 
sure proper meeting of trains at 
designated points.” 

The new automatic system now 
installed at the most dangerous 
parts of the route will make for 
absolute safety and speed up the 
movement of trains. From Burmis 
to Crows’ Nest it will not be nec¬ 
essary to block trains from station 
to station as they now automatical¬ 
ly block themselves from block to 
block, thereby being able to run 
closer and operate faster. 

The system works by electricity 
which is now in the rails and in 
the wires on poles at side of track. 
When the wheels of an engine or 
train move over the blocks an elec¬ 
tric circuit it completed which au¬ 
tomatically throws the danger red 
light signal into the stop system 
in the rear. This signal remains 


actual construction of a 60-bed hos¬ 
pital. 

Recent developments would make 
it appear that the site first decided 
upon and commonly known as the 
“dairy site” will be secured by the 
board. Once this has been secured 
then work will have to be com¬ 
menced in leading water and power 
lines to the site. 

Requisitions were made to all 
contributing units in 1945 and this 
money plus the issuing of deben¬ 
tures to the value of $185,000 will 
be used in financing the building. 
Since no construction was made in 
1945 there will be no requisition 
made to the contributing units in 
1946. 

Plans on the hospital were ap¬ 
proved by the Board last summer 
and Architects Meech & Meech 
were busy on the drafting of plans, 
required by the contractors on ac¬ 
tual construction, when they were 
asked to halt their work tempor¬ 
ally.

Pay For Rides 

Holland People Put In Bill For 
Reparations For Germany 

Two million guilders for street car 
fare! . . . This is the total figure on 
the bill which the traction company- 
of The Hague rendered this week to 
the people of conquered Germany— 
to pay for street car fare due for the 
transportation of- German occupa¬ 
tion troops. 

The story of how The Hague trac¬ 
tion company, assisted by the care¬ 
ful notes and long memories of its 
conductors, came to present the bill, 
was revealed this week. During the 
occupation, the German Wehrmacht 
rode all public conveyances without 
ever paying a cent; however, soldiers 
and officers never failed to take pos¬ 
session of the best seats. Obviously, 
the traction company disliked both 
the Nazis and their free rides. Its 
management instructed all conduc¬ 
tors to “count noses”, and otherwise 
rfemember how many of the un¬ 
wanted guests were conveyed from 
day to day. After the liberation 
there was one simple thing to do: 
the conductors totalled their figures 
—and the bill was drawn as an addi¬ 
tion to the total Netherlands' repara¬ 
tion claim on Germany. 

The president of the traction com¬ 
pany, telling this story to the press, 
added ruefully: “But we don’t know 
if we’ll get it! . . .’’—Netherlands 
News.

Lighting Aids Vision 

Texas School Experiment Shows How 
Eye Defects Can Be Overcome 
The trouble of how eye trouble 
among Texas school children was cut 
in half in some cases and almost 
entirely eliminated in others by 
modern lighting and decorating in 
test classrooms is told in Better 
Light Better Sight News. The re¬ 
view of the Texas experiment shows 
that nutritional and chronic infection 
maladies of children also were drast¬ 
ically cut. 

The story starts back in 1939 when 
school authorities found that 59 per 
cent, of children in the elementary 
schools were suffering from eye de¬ 
fects or various disturbances that 
were affecting or distorting their 
visual sensation. Even more import¬ 
ant was the fact that the incidence 
of defects was 18% in the first grade, 
up to 40% in the third grade, and as 
high as 82% in the final grade.

Eliminate Fire Hazards 

At this particular time throughout the continent 
one is almost certain to pick up his paper in the eve¬ 
ning and read of some major fire disaster at a dance 
hall or some other building where the public gather 
in large numbers. In the majority of cases these fires 
are traced to decorations of flmsy and flammable 
material, such as decorated paper streamers, dry 
needles on Christmas trees, etc. 

Hall committees and dance committees are ad¬ 
vised to take every precaution to eliminate fire haz¬ 
ards as much as possible. Locally we have the Elks 
and St. John Ambulance dances at Christmas and 
New Year’s. The hall is absolutely jammed on both 
occasions. Usually there are some of the dance 
patrons with one or two too many; they give no 
thought to where they throw their matches. A major 
fire disaster could easily result if proper supervision 
is not exercised by committees'throughout the dance. 

This year the Fire Commissioner at Edmonton 
asks the support of all fire chiefs in inspecting pub¬ 
lic buildings which are to be decorated to add gaiety 
to some Yuletide festivity. Coleman will co-operate 
as Fire Chief Antle will inspect all 'dance halls.

Q. How many types of tubercu¬ 
losis are there which affect the 
human race? 

A. Tuberculosis in the human 
race may be caused by tubercle 
bacilli of the human or bovine 
strains. The latter usually cause 
disease outside the lungs, especial¬ 
ly in children, but may also cause 
TB in th e lungs. 

Q. Is it true that few people 
contract first or primary infection 
after the age of twenty ? ■ 

A. Probably few city dwellers 
are infected with tubercle bacilli 
for the first time after the twen¬ 
tieth year. Rural dwellers, moving 
to the city after the age of twen¬ 
ty, may receive their first infec¬ 
tion after this age, as exposure is 
more likely.

Q. Is there such a thing as being 
immune to tuberculosis? 

A. There is no true immunity. 
If sufficient numbers of tubercle 
bacilli enter the body, you develop 
th e disease. There is a partial im¬ 
munity. This is shown by the man¬ 
ner in which certain races and in¬ 
dividuals withstand the disease bet¬ 
ter than others. 

Q. If a TB patient is discharged 
as cured, would he be immune to 
further infection? 

A. Any person having tuberculo¬ 
sis may be subject to relapse at 
any time, if his health habits are 
not good. Just how long tubercle 
bacilli may lie dormant in the body 
is not known, but we do know that 
they may for many years.

Britain's Housing 

Sweden, Not Canada, Supplying 
Britain With Timber Houses 

Unless present plans are changed, 
Britain will import no prefabricated 
houses from Canada as part of the 
Government’s housing program, it 
was learned at London. 

Plans to bring prefabricated 
dwellings from the Dominion were 
given “sympathetic consideration at 
one time,” it was sfiid at the Min¬ 
istry of Works, but they were aban¬ 
doned because of shipping difficulties, 
fear of breakages in transit, and the 
general unpopularity of timber 
houses in Britain. 

“There is such a small demand for 
timber houses in the United King¬ 
dom that supplies from the nearest 
source—Europe—will more than meet 
the demand,” a Ministry official said. 
“Sweden is supplying about 5.00C 
which will be used in Scotland.” 

At the same time he admitted that 
when Government restrictions on 
building are lifted, probably within a 
year's time, private builders may 
seek supplies from Canada. However, 
it was thought the demand would be 
for fixtures such as kitchen units— 
tables and drainboards. 

The Ministry had no official com¬ 
ment to make on reports that a 
large order for prefabricated ma¬ 
terials already had been placed in 
Canada. It was intimated that a 
statement might be issued at a later 
date to clarify the situation, but the 
spokesman professed no knowledge 
of the deal. 

Britain herself is producing pre¬ 
fabricated houses and will step up 
output to meet additional demands 
created by the decision of some 
northern cities to refuse to erect any 
morc of the type imported from the 
United States.

Holiday Greetings To All Our Friends! 

We’d like to wish every one of our good friends 
the very merriest Christmas ever....A Christmas 
to be cherished in your memories full of the 
joyous spirit of “peace on earth, good will to all 
men”! 


The Christmas season has come 
around again and welcome. It is 
always a welcome season. We have 
welcomed it many times as a time 
of jollification and reunion of old 
friends. We have welcomed it at 
times when a lot of latent good-will 
has become active in the exchange 
of greetings and gifts. We have 
welcomed it as a religious festival 
when history and folk-lore have 
been blended in song and story. 
The celebration of it has become a 
routine ritual in all lands. But we 
welcome Christmas in the year 

1945 in a new sense, because it 
may meet a new need we feel in 
our lives. 

This year of grace 1945 is a cru¬ 
cial year in human affairs. It con¬ 
stitutes the portals through which 
we have passed into a new age. 
More momentous than the discov¬ 
ery of a new hemisphere, team 
power, or electricity, is the releas¬ 
ing of Atomic Energy. This will 
be the first Christmas of the Atom¬ 
ic Age and one scientist has gone 
so far as to suggest that we might 
scrap the calendar of the Christian 
era and instead of calling next year 

1946 A.D. we call it the year 1 
A.A. (Atomic Age). 

The Atomic Age calls for an im¬ 
mediate disclosure of Divine Life. 
We shall need a Peace on Earth 
that is vastly different from any 
peace we have seen in recent years 
and a Good-will to men far be¬ 
yond anything we are now exper¬ 
iencing. Platitudes and folk-lore 
must give way to vital realities. 

Atomic power must be matched 
by an equivalent spiritual power. 
The religion that could not endure 
through the age of want, slaughter 
and atrocity must be bom anew. 
The shepherds of the lowly walks 
of life, slaves to all adversity must 
see a newer and brighter star her¬ 
alding a new life for them, and 
the wise men of earth must bring 
their old faith, whatever its golden 
embellishments may be, and sur¬ 
render them as gifts to the King. 

Never again can we worship God 
except as He who is born in the 
midst of life’s misfortunes, suffer¬ 
ings and insecurities of life among 
the beasts where lies His humble 
cradle. God refuses to be thought 
of in terms greater than those in 
which our minds have classified 
the one(s) that are dearest to Him. 

So we welcome this Christmas, 
not because it is the 1945th birth¬ 
day of the Son of God, but because 
it is the first. He is about to come 
to life amid the ruins of Europe, 
(we had no room for Him on the 
North American continent so we 
reduced Europe to a stable and are 
now tying up the beasts to pro¬ 
tect His manger). May this new 
thing which is about to make 
known that in spite of everything 
God lives, never suffer the most 
approved form of crucifixion by 
atomic explosion, but may He take 
His place as “King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords” in His Kingdom 
where alone it is safe to be alive. 


“And His Name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, the Mighty 
God, the Everlasting Father, the 
Prince of Peace.” Isaiah 9:6. 

On the dawn of the near era, 
“of atomic power,” we look hack 
over the misty ages of time and 
recall a new era some 2,000 years 
ago on a cold December day in 
Bethlehem of Judea, The new era 
was preceeded by one of the black¬ 
est moments in the history of the 
human race with superstition, idol 
worshipping, witchcraft all at its 
height and great fear possessing 
the people. They were looking for 
something or someone that would 
deliver them out of the chaos of 
that day. This deliverance was not 
to be found in the development of 
great electrical dynamoes that to¬ 
day can move unbelievable weight, 
it wasn’t steam power that is so 
vital to our transportation and 
communication system, nor was it 
in the jet-propelled objects that 
speed and it was not to be found 
in the development of the atomic 
power which can be utilized for 
great service or destruction, but 
it was that “supernatural mighty 
source of God coming down in the 
form of a baby boy.” This deliver¬ 
ance was not announced by modern 
methods of radio, telephone or tel¬ 
egraph, but was announced by a 
mighty angelic choir to the hum¬ 
ble shepherds on the hillsides of 
Judea and by a star to the wise’' 
men of the east. 

Of all the mighty and wonderful 
things that have come and gone 
the Name of Jesus, that Wonderful 
Counsellor, stands high above the 
rest. The names of great men such 
as Ceasar, Alexander the Great, 
and many others such are as 
naught when compared with the 
Name of Jesus. The names of great 
lawyers like Nicodemus, etc., are of 
no importance when compared with 
the Name of Jesus. 

We think of how many world 
conferences there are and have 
been to try to solve the problems 
of the world (and there are many), 
to bring peace to this troubled 
world, yet when compared with the 
counsel of Jesus they are of small 
value.

“0 come 
let us adore Him.” The wise men 
brought their gifts and laid them 
at His feet. It is not enough for 
us to sing our songs of praise to 
Christ, to look up adoringly into 
His face, to bow in reverent wor¬ 
ship, and to speak our hearts’ hom¬ 
age in words. We should bring our 
gifts to lay at His feet. The wise 
men brought gifts that were costly. 
We should bring our best, our gold, 
frankincense and myrrh, the ala¬ 
baster box of our hearts deepest 
love, and the best of our life and 
service.
